President  Wootten  then  gave  a report  of  the  years  activities. 

The  Juniors  and  Cowbelles  were  excused  to  go  to  their 
individual  meetings, 

j'he  minutes  were  read  and  financial  report  given.  It 
was  moved  by  V/m.  Rose/  Joe  Autry  to  approve  these  reports. 

Motion  carried. 

Don  Willis  and  Jack  Orr  gave  an  interesting  slide  presentation 
about  the  National  Beef  Referendum,  which  is  a national  self- 
help  program  on  a fair-share  basis,  A question  and  answer 
period  followed. 

Narvey  Larrew  reported  that  the  Bent-Prowers  membership 
was  at  432  at  this  time  with  a few  less  belonging  to  CCA. 

President  Wootten  then  called  on  Corwin  Br  own  to  speak 
about  the  CCA  Endowment  Trust  Fund.  He  reported  that  the 
interest  from  this  fund  was  *12,000  in  1976.  The  Bent-Prowers 
Assn,  sold  21  calves  at  the  Lamar  Livestock  Commission  Co. 

February  17,  1977  for  a total  of  15597.25.  This  money  will 
be  donated  to  the  Endowment  Trust  Fund. 

A panel  composed  of  Floyd  Rlgbee,  Jake  Br  oyles,  Jack 
Orr  and  Ken  Clark  discussed  the  pros  and  cons  of  having  a 
support  price  on  Boned  Beef.  Many  ideas  were  presented 
for  thought* 


Brand  Inspector  Lyman  Edgar  was  called  on  to  explain  the 
brand  assessment  raise.  He  stated  that  the  problem  actually 
started  5 years  ago.  The  cost  of  upkeep  has  doubled  and  the 
volume  of  cattle  has  dropped. 

President  Wootten  then  called  on  Calvin  Thompson  for  the 
Resolution  committee  report.
